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Valedictory Address

Mr, Ritchie, members of the teaching staff, distinguished guests, and friends. 

Tonight we once again return to Forest District High School, not as high school students, 
but as successful graduates who have completed our five year stay here. As we see the present 
students here, our thoughts go back to the time when we were also such students. 

Five years ago we first entered this building as immature grade nine students. The second 
step in our education was underway. In those years we benefitted greatly both academically and 
otherwise from the various subjects we took as the Languages, History, English, Sciences, and 
Mathematics, we became gradually more culturally advanced; we learned and we realized what a good 
novel is and how we can appreciate it; we learned how to understand poetry and its meaning; and 
we slowly learned a few facts about the fine arts. But this cultural advance was not the only pro- 
gress we made here. We learned how to live socially with other students, how to live with those 
who have a different religious and cultural background. We have attained new skills in sports; 
we have learned the true meaning of sportsmanship, of co-operation, and of obedience; we have 
learned how to do things on our own and how to take the initiative. Of course, while we were ac- 
quiring all this new knowledge, the years fled by quickly; we were so busy with studies and extra- 
curricular activities that we hardly noticed that we were steadily climbing the ladder of learn- 
ing. soon we were frantically cramming for our grade thirteen departamental examinations and last 
August we first fully realized that we were no longer High school' students. For these new qual- 
ities, skills, and attributed we must rightly be thankful, well, whom must we thank? 

We must thank the teaching staff for their tolerance, their patience and their persistent be- 
lief in us. We realize that at times, in fact quite often, we were not exactly ideal or the most 
obedient students imaginable. Quite often the teachers must have wondered if their efforts were 
not in vain but tonight we all realize that they did an admirable job. Bnerson was speaking for 
such teachers when he said, ' ‘The reward of a thing well done is to have done it* ' . we must thank 
our parents who tonight share in our rejoicing. They kept our hopes up in times of near despair, 
they urged us to study when we preferred other diversions, they pleaded with us to stay in school 
when we felt low- -to sum it up, they were an inspirational force during our high school days, and, 
of course, still are. 

Now that we have graduated, we have all stepped on new thresholds, some of us are attending 
university, mainly at the University of western Ontario, others are at Teachers’ College, a few 
girls are in nursing, and several graduates have entered the world of business. 

For the honor students, the grade ten and grade twelve graduates and all other students pres- 
ent here, we urge you to keep on studying and working, as much as we did. Education is a dire 
necessity in our modern world. In the vastly competitive business world and labor market a per- 
son who does not have an adequate training or education is frequently forced by the way side. Of 
all the unemployed persons in Canada today, eighty percent are not properly trained and educated 
and a frightful percentage of the unemployed are teenagers who are drop-outs. And of the drop- 
outs who do have jobs the greater number are underpaid and have little or no chance for advance- 
ment. This doesn't mean a college degree is needed, but it does mean the proper training f or the 
job or career that you intend to follow, whether it is technical, academic, or otherwise. Remember 
that when you are studyingyou are preparing yourself for your life's work. 

Again we would like to sincerely thank all persons, especially our teachers and parents, who 
aided us greatly in attaining our diploma. We express our hope that the staff will teach future 
classes as well as they did this graduating class. Our years of study in this school have taught 
us always to strive hard for our goals for we now realize that Longfellow meant when he said, 

‘ ‘The heights by great men reached and kept 
Were not attained by sudden flight 
But they, while their companions slept, 

Were toiling upward in the night”.
